NOT CONFIRMED. 


The Rnmor Concerning Officers of 


the Concord Doubted. 


WASHINGTON, February H.—Neither at 


the state nor navy departments liai 
there come any information of the re- 
ported capture by Chinese of some of 
the crew of the United Stales sleain- 
ahip Concord, who accidentally killed a 
native while on n. shooting expedition. 
This luck of an ollieial report lias 
strengthened the belief of officials that 
the story was either without foundation 
or elso much exaggerated. Had tho 
matter been at all serioue, the command- 
ing officer of the Concord would have 
been obliged by the naval regulations to 
report immediately to hia superior offi- 
cer, Admiral Carpenter, who in turn 
would havo to report to the navy de- 
partment, or if tho Admiral was not 
•within easy communication it would 
have been the duty of the captain to 
havo reported direct to the navy depart- 
ment.

BARCLAY VS. MILLER. 


Suit Involving Title to a Large

IS TUB IIOUSK. 


The debate of the administration bill 


to authorize the issue of $100,000,000 
gold bonds for the purpose of retiring 
the legal tenders and treasury notes, 
began in the house today and continued 
[or six hours. 
It developed widely 


divergent views at the outset. The sil- 
ver Democrats and Populists opposed it 
outright. Some of tho administration 
Democrats, like Hall of Missouri, fav- 
ored a substitute on the line of Carlisle, 
while Mr. Reed, after a speech charging 
the present trouble to the deficit in the 
revenue, introduced a bill authorizing 
the secretary of the treasury to sell :! 
per cent coin bonds to keep- up the gold 
reserve and certificates of indebtedness 
redeemable at the pleasure of the gov- 
ernment, to pay current expenses until 
the revenues shall equal expenditures. 
The issue of gold bonds, he said, would 
discriminate against the coin bonds of 
the, past. 


Mr. Patterson of Tennessee .Democrat, 


on tlie contrary favored the issue of 
gold bonds. Thodobate under the five- 
minute rule, when the bill is open for 
amendment, begins tomorrow. 
Itepresentative Ciiminetti of California 


introduced a bill for granting to the 
government all nnpateuted lands here- 
tofore granted to any company under 
the provisions of the Pacific railway nets 
where such company or corporation has 
enforced or failed to redeem the bonds 
issued by such company. As to the 
lands already patented, which at the 
time of the default remain in the owner- 
ship of the i ompany, the secretary of 
the treasury is directed to take tho nec- 
essary action required by law to protect 
tho government rights aa reserved by 
the acts and the secretary of the interior 
is to withhold action on all applications 
for patents where the default complained 
by section 5 of the act of July 1,1862, 
has already occurred.

It is pointed 
out that for nearly four years tho direct- 
ors havo been trying to sell bonds to 
raise money for making canala, but have 
been unable to do so; and it is asserted 
that tho value of tho bonds is question- 
able, because of irregularities. 


Not only is this claimed, but it is as- 


surtwl that larfje tracts uf land within 
the district Hu above water level, and 


itrus fruits ripen it mouth earlier 


than south of tho Telmchapi. 


Tlio product of oranges in Southern 


California requires between 4000 and 
0000 cars to haul to market, tuns com- 
pelling growers to commence picking 
and shipment beforo the crop is ripe, 
because Washington Navels and Medi- 
terranean Sweets get spongy if loft too 
long on tho tree, unlike the Valencia 
Late, which can hang a long time. 


Tho importance of an uiirly market IB 


generally known and appreciated, and a 
month ia a great deal. Fresno will bo 
shipping thoroughly ripe fruit just when 
Southern California is beginning to ship 
an immature product. As to quality, 
thero seems to bo no question that this 
countr can produce us fine citrus fruit 
as can be grown anywhere. 


There is little wonder that in these 


times, when It ia so hard to know what 
ia beat to plant, so many are making ex- 
periments. 
In Porterville last week 


there were so many buyers of citrus 
stock for planting that guestfl were ac- 
commodated with rooms outside tho 
hotels, and many eastern men were in- 
vesting in bare land at $100 per aero. 
The orchard of Mr. Frost netted him 
over $200 an aero this year and his trees 
were hut 4 years old. 
It is not to be supposed that young 


trees aro loft exposed at I'ortervillo dur- 
ing tho winter any more than they aro 
in this ouuty. Young orangeand lemon 
trees are covered in the 1'ortorvillo sec- 
tion with the greatest care. 


Treys grown in Fresno county appt-ar 


to suffer no damage during the winter. 
On Kearnoy avonuo, three milea from 
town, some small treoa were loft exposed 
as au experiment, us also in 0110 or two 
other places, and have suffered no dam- 
ago. 
Tho Fresno Nursery Company oxppri- 


mcnled with a Washington Navel orange 
tree by leaving it exposed all tho winter, 
and it can ho scon today at tiio com- 
pany'a yard, on.I street, in full vigor. 
This has been a mild winter eo far, but 
tho eignal service show* threedegrcuB of 
froat thia Beaaon, with the thermometer 
high up from tho ground, and with the 
thermometer grounded it would bo throo 
or four degress colder. 


With tun decline in orange planting 


tn Florida and ulHo in Ctilifiirnui, thero 
seem to ho a great future in this valley 
for citrua culture 
Tho grovi-s in this 


county havo Hpokcn for thomsolvea dur- 
ing the past, two months. Oranges can- 
not pay in the south with all tho cream 
of tho market gono, and on the other 
hand thero ia notagrowurin this county 
who has not made money out of his 
oranges thia season. 


The inquiry for young citrua plants at 


tho Fresno N*urs«ry Company's has been 
phenomenal, and Inva tnxed tho com- 
pany's best offorta to meet tho demand. 
In a few years tho trees will bo in full 
bearing, and Freano county will take 
rank with her most favored Htstora m 
the citrua market.
